Tbe Judiciary! 



Probably there is no department in 
this Colony which atands more in need 
of reform, a completo reconstrnction, in 
faotj than that of tho Judiciary. There 
are lew institntions inore bighly, and 
we may add, moro justly prized by tbo 
British sabject. The Goddess of Jn3- 
tioe ia generally represented as blind. 
In this Colony Hho its thought by many 
to keep " ono eyo open !" Bo that as 
it may, all will admit that it ia of the 
first importanco tho Judiciary of tho 
Colony should meet tho wants and 
command tho confidenco and roHpoct 
of the people. It is to bo hoped, ihtro- 
lore, that this subject will occupy the 
early and earnest attention of the -Exo- 
ootive; it has in tho past received very 
much attentioD at the hands uf the 
press ; it has formed tho sabject of ro~ 
peated petition ; it has been disouBscd 
by tbe Legislative Council daring t^vo 
conseootive Bessions, Bomolimes with 
closed doors, sometimes with open 
doors ; It has been the subjeot of lo- 
gislative enactment, but that enaot- 
ment| being ooustrainod and imperfect, 
has been abortive ; it has repeatedly 
formed the subjeot of Executive do- 
liberation, bat that deliberation being 
under the oath of secrecy, bodos little 
to the public. Now, however, that there 
is at the bead of tbe affairs of tho Col 
ony a gentleman presumably fblo and 
prepared to dnal effacuvoiy with tlioso 
grievances under which the varioiH iii" 
terests have been Buffering so long and 
so deeply, we venture to think that, 
notwithstanding tho wide spaco devoted 
to tbo Jndiciary question in these col- 
umns in times past, it will not be alto> 
gether out of plaoo to reproduce such 
&Ots and present such urgumonis 
as may, perhaps, tend to tho eluci- 
dalioD of tbo whole sabjoct, and 
•nable his Excollonoy more readily to 
comprehend tho situation. In tbe 
course of the series of artioios we pro- 
pose derotiog to tbo importaot quoetion 
under revieiv, we shall address our- 
selves less to the deplorable muddle 
presented by the Judiciary, subseqaent 
to Union, than to the general and 
more comprehensive subjeot of recon>« 
■traction and consolidation, It may bo 
stated at the outset that, in treating 
upon a subject necessarily involving 
personal interests and omolaments, wo 
shall deal with principles and systems 
and not with individuals, forgetting for 
^be moment, in fact, that there is such 
thing u8 personal interest connected 
^ith the matter. As the case stands at 
present, there are two pepa-ate and in* 
dependent Supreme Courts, without 
concurrent jariudiction and without a 
Court of Appeal. Bach of these Courts 
is presided over by a Chief Justice with 
a salary of £1200 a your, and a iiof^'ia- 
trar, also with a liberal salary. Thus 
it will be remarked that persons in 
either section of tbe Colony having any 
matter of coutontion to carry to iho 
Saprome Court for adjudication innsi 
submit to tho arbitrary ruling of a sole 
judge. Need wo stop to point out the 
ol vicus evils inseparable from such a 
Cooditioo ? Everybody is aware of the 
pronenesB of human uaturo to be over- 
bearing, intolerant, biased, even cor 
rupt, when clothed with irrespODfiblo 
power. Everybody knows how apt 
everybody is to lose ooufidenoe in rmd 
suspect the administration of the ve ry 
bOil of men when placed in t-uch cir 
onmstances. Everybody must foel and 
admit the importance ol liuviiif,' ilio 
Judiciary of the Co'oiiy so constitntod 
and so administered as that every deci- 
sion of our Judges may command both 
the respect and the ooDfideuce of tho 
colonists. Everybody, we venture to 
think, rogrotB th;vt such is not tlio coiis 
dition of tho Judiciary of iiiiii?ili CoN 
Dmbia at tbo present time. Turning 
from the Su|>remo to the Cuuniy Courts, 
we hnd a scarcely less satisfactory con- 
dition nf things. It will be necessary to 
bear in uind that tho jurisd'ction of iliu 
County Cfcurts extends tu nun tors invoiv 
ing a mone> consideration ot At 
the preeenttitiQ there is noi a single law<. 
yoron the Cou.iy Court Bench in th" 
Colony. Wi hUit exception thoy mo 
unprofessional men,[iion of probitj* and 
intcHigorce, but lacking that spt'Cinl 
training nnd exporienuj mid technical 
knowledgo uf law — that " logul mind,'' 
as the senior ini-mber of -.Ijo prulossion 
in this Colony would put u— .which 
alone can enable any one to fiU satisfao- 
tonly tho position of Judge. Tho mero 
atatemsnt of ibis fact will, we appruliend, 
suggest to every thinking man tho no. 
cesBily that exists for u change in tlio 
system. Tlio practico in 10nt',lai)d, in 
tho Colonics, in tho United States and 
in most if not all civilizod countries of 
making judges ot lawyers is based upon 
tho nnivoreaily admitted fact that it is 
pernicious in principle to allow anyone 
10 exerclBo tho j)owir.s of uju igu who is 
not pocsetsed of that qualitiuiuioii ol 
which a special legal education, striut 
flsamination un(| a reusonablo amouut of 
experience in the active duties of the 
prclession coastiiuto tho proper gurnn- 
tees.
